Balance of Crop Left on 
Farmers’ Hands Is Fig- 
ured at 15 Per Cent 


OTTAWA, April 17—Returns from 
elevators, fiour mills, railway compan- 
fes and crop correspondents Says & 
crop report issued by the bureau of 
Statsistics Monday shows that on 
March 31, 1928. the quantity of wheat 
in Canada was 219,546,000 bushels as 
compared with 174,382,000 bushels on 
March 31, 1927 

The total for 1928 comprises, in 
round numbers, 135,855,000 bushels in 
elevators, flour mills and afloat; 64,- 
654,000 bushels in farmers’ hands, and 
19,037,000 bushels in transit by rail 
Of oats, the total quantity in Canada 
on March 31, 1928, is estimated at 
179,258,000 bushels as compared with 
146,014,000 bushels in 1927. Tre total 
for 1928 comprises 13,712,000 bushels 
in elevators and mills; 163,875,000 
bushels in farfers’ hands and 3,671,- 
000 bushels in trensit by rail. 

Barley Lighter 

The total quantity of barley in Can- 
ada on March 31, 1928 was 32,119,000 
bushels, as compared with 34,379,000 
bushels in 1927, the figures for 1928 
comprising 8,512,000 bushels in ele- 
vators and flour mills, 22,175,000 bush- 
els in farmers’ hands and 1,432,000 
bushels in transit by rail. 

At the end of March, according tc 
report of crop correspondents, 15 per 
cent. of the wheat crop for 1927 re- 
mained in farmers’ hands. Of the 
total estimated wheat crop of 1927 
viz: 440,024,700 bushels, 94 per cenit 
is reported by crop correspondents es 
having proved to be of merchantable 
quality. 

Of flaxseed the total 
btore on March 31, 1928, was 
bushels, as against 4,370,000 bushels tn 
1927; this year’s tota) including 2,- 
643,000 bushels in elevators, 318,000 
bushels tn farmers’ hands and 173,000 
bushels in transit by rail 

The quantities of rye in Canada on 
March 31, 1928, yere 7,644,000 bushels 
as compared with 5,838,000 bushels in 
1927, the quantity for 1928 including 
4,747,000 bushels in elevators and 
mills, 2,000,000 bushels in farmers’ 
hands and 897,000 bushels in transit 
by rail.

After 
being educated at the Montreal high 
chool, the youth entered the jeweiry 
usiness in which he was to make a 
hame for himself. He remained with 
the same firm for 20 years and then
